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Report: King Tut 
statues missing 

CAIRO At least 17 artifacts from the 
Egyptian Museum of Cairo are missing fol- 
lowing a break-in, the country’s minister of 
antiquities said Sunday. 

The missing objects include a gilded 
wood statue of King Tutankhamun being 
carried by a goddess, parts of a gilded 
wood statue of Tutankhamun harpooning 
(above), a limestone statue of Akhenaten, 
a statue of Nefertiti making offerings, a 
sandstone head of an Amarna princess, a 
stone statuette of a scribe from Amarna, 

11 wooden shabti statuettes of Yuya and a 
heart scarab of Yuya. 

The discovery that the ancient trea- 
sures are missing came after museum 
staff took an inventory, Zahi Hawass said 
in a statement. 

The police and army plan to ques- 
tion people who already are in custody, 
Hawass said. 

Hawass said earlier that “criminals” 
had broken into the museum in January, 
not long after protests against President 
Hosni Mubarak began in Cairo and other 
major Egyptian cities. Mubarak resigned 
Friday. 

Hawass said Jan. 31 the intruders had 
vandalized statues and display cases and 
stolen jewelry from the museum gift shop. 

Several suspects were apprehended 
shortly after the break-in, some of them 
with antiquities in their possession, 

Hawass said. 

The army and private citizens fanned 
out to protect Egypt’s museums as the 
unrest spread. 

“The Egyptian people are absolutely 
wonderful,” said Jan Summers Duffy, an 
Egyptologist at the College of Idaho and 
curator at the Orma J. Smith Museum 
of Natural History. She said when the 
break-in was announced that she believed 
Egyptians can be counted on to defend 
museums and archaeological sites.

Egypt’s new rulers dissolve parliament, suspend the constitution

CAIRO Egypt’s military dissolved the coun- 
try’s parliament and suspended its constitu- 
tion Sunday following the ouster of longtime 
leader Hosni Mubarak, telling Egyptians it 
would be in charge for six months or until 
elections can be held. 

The Supreme Council of the Armed Eorc- 
es said it would appoint a committee to pro- 
pose changes to the constitution, which then 
would be submitted to voters. The council 
will have the power to issue new laws during 
the transition period, according to a military 
statement read on state TV 

Sameh Shoukry Egypt’s ambassador to the 
U.S., said Sunday that the generals have made 
restoring security and reviving the economy 
its top priorities. 

“This current composition is basically a 
technocratic government to run the day-to- 
day affairs, to take care of the security void

Hosni Mubarak stepped down Friday 
after 18 days of protests against his nearly 
30-year rule and now is in the Red Sea 
resort of Sharm el-Sheikh. The longtime 
president was himself a product of the 
military establishment that has ruled 
Egypt since the 1950s, but his abdication 
leaves a council of generals led by Defense 
Minister Hussein Tantawi in charge of the 
Arab world’s most populous nation. 



that has happened, and to also address the 
issues related to the economy,” Shoukry said. 

However, a leading opposition figure said 
Sunday that the military must explain its 
plans in more detail or see a resumption of 
the demonstrations that drove Mubarak 
from office. 

And a prominent Egyptian activist credit- 
ed with helping spark the revolution warned 


against taking too long to establish a new 
representative government. 

“Biggest mistake now is to give the Egyp- 
tian people too little too slow Restoring con- 
fidence requires a faster pace,” Wael Ghonim 
said on Twitter. 

Sunday’s military statement said new 
elections would be held for both houses of 
Egypt’s parliament as well as the presidency 
Protesters had blasted the November par- 
liamentary elections as fraudulent, and calls 
for their annulment were among the major 
demands before Mubarak’s ouster. 

In the meantime, government minis- 
ters now are reporting to the military high 
command in the same way they reported to 
Mubarak, Prime Minister Ahmed Shafiq told 
reporters Sunday He said he was reviewing 
candidates to fill vacant government min- 
istries, adding that only those who were ac- 
ceptable to the public would be appointed.

The year was 1927. The setting was rural 
Nebraska, on the eve of the Dust Bowl and 
the Great Depression. She was 14, a little 
shy and “too young to date,” she recalls. He 
was 19, an outgoing, blue-eyed farm boy 
who made his living picking corn by hand. 

“We met on the dance floor,” he remem- 
bers, then turns to her for confirmation. 
“Wasn’t it at a dance?” 

YeSy she nods and smiles. 

They married in 1930, just five days after 
she turned 17. ‘A neighbor told Grandma, 
‘That ain’t gonna last,’ ” she says. 

“Everyone who knew us and our fami- 
lies,” he adds with a grin. “They all said it 


wouldn’t last.” 

But Elza and Vivian Moses surprised 
them all. He now is 102, and she is 97. They 
have become minor celebrities in cen- 
tral Illinois since September, when they 
reached an astounding milestone of marital 
longevity: their 80th wedding anniversary 

No one tracks how many couples live 
long enough to mark eight decades of wed- 
ded commitment. Census statistics stop at 
the 50th anniversary because, according 
to a spokesman, “life expectancy usually 
doesn’t go that much longer.” 

But Leonid Gavrilov, a biodemographer 
at the University of Chicago’s Center on 
Aging, used actuarial tables to estimate 


the chances of a couple living as long as the 
Moseses and also remaining married to be 
about one in 7 million. 

“Is that a true fact?” asks Elza, raising his 
white, wispy eyebrows in surprise. 

“You know, we are pretty fortunate,” 
Vivian says. “To think of all the things that 
happened to us, and we are still here.” 

Not only are they still here, the Mose- 
ses are still remarkably healthy and living 
independently in Tiskilwa, a village of 780 
people about 45 miles north of Peoria. 

“For both of them, I think it was their 
first love,” says daughter Judy Speers, 65. 
“They always totally relied on each other. 
And to this day they still do.”

Playboy Mansion 
under investigation 


LOS ANGELES Los Angeles County health of- 
ficials are investigating suspicions that Hugh 
Hefner’s legendary Playboy Mansion was ground zero 
for a rash of mysterious respiratory ailments that af- 
flicted people who attended a fundraiser there earlier 
this month. 

The inquiry by the Department of Public Health 
follows dozens of complaints of illness after the annu- 
al DOMAINfest Global conference in Santa Monica. 

The department sent an e-mail Friday to all par- 
ticipants warning them that the agency had received 
reports of a possible respiratory infection outbreak 
among attendees at the conference, which held events 
at several locations, including the Playboy Mansion. 

On Saturday, a number of those who had become 
ill told a reporter or posted on social networking sites 
that they believed they had contracted the illness at 
the mansion fundraiser. 

‘An investigation into the cause and extent of ill- 
ness and into potential sources of exposure is ongo- 
ing,” said Sarah Kissell, a department spokeswoman. 
Those who reported illness complained of respiratory 
problems, flu-like symptoms and pneumonia. 

The conference was based at the Fairmont Mira- 
mar Hotel in Santa Monica, but a Feb. 3 fundraiser 


was held at Hefner’s Holmby Hills mansion. 

David Gastello, 54, who co-founded Gastello Cities 
Internet Network Inc. with his brother Michael, said 
they attended the conference and fundraiser. Gastello 
said he became ill a day after the event. 

“It knocked me off my feet for five days,” he said. 
“I’m over it now, but I’m still feeling fatigue, which is 
not a good thing.”
